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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed October 1 1 , 2005 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. The Applicant argues that Pohndorf et al. does not disclose two 
adaptors. However, Pohndorf et al. in figures6 and 7 does disclose two adaptors. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the-appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

1. Claims 1-4, 6 and 11-12 stand and claim 13 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) 
as being anticipated by Pohndorf et al. (US 4,628,934) for reasons previously made of 
record. The Applicant argues that "Pohndorf foes not teach an implantable medical 
device system that includes a first adapter and a second adaptor'' (Page 9). However, in 
figures 6-7 there are is a pacemaker or IMD 300 with two adaptors 316, thus 
constituting a first and second adaptor. Therefore, claims 1-4, 6 and 11-12 stand 
rejected under Pohndorf er al. for reasons previously made of record in the Office Action 
dated 6/10/05. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 
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(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claim 5 stands rejected under 35U.S.C. 103(a) as being obvious over Pohndorf 

et al. (US 4,628,934) in view of Peers-Trevarton (US 4,469,104). Pohndorf et al. 

discloses the claimed invention except for the protrusions for each contact element 

within the array of lead contact elements. Peers-Trevarton teaches that it is known to 

utilize protrusions and depressions to mechanically and electrically engage the lead. It 

would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention 

was made to modify the electrical connections of the lead as taught by Pohndorf et al. 

with the electrical and mechanical connections as taught by Peers-Trevarton since such 

ft 

a modification would be a substitution of known functional equivalents by substituting 
electrical connectors to electrically engage the lead.
